WHILE ON ROUTINE FOOTBEAT PATROL IN THE AREA OF CVS PHARMACY LOCATED AT 1747 
N. CAHUENGA BLVD IN THE HOLLYWOOD BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT, MY PARTNER 
OFFICER STERLING, AND | NOTICED THREE MALE ADULTS WALKING SOUTHBOUND ON THE 
PUBLIC SIDEWALK ON THE WEST SIDE OF CAHUENGA. AS WE WATCHED WE OBSERVED ONE 
MALE LATER IDENTIFIED AS MARQUEZ, CARLOS DAVID HOLDING A 25 OUNCE CAN OF 
“BUDWEISER” BEER. MARQUEZ WAS HOLDING THE CAN IN HIS RIGHT HAND AND WAS

WE OBSERVED MARQUEZ TAKE A DRINK FROM THE CLEARLY IDENTIFIABLE CAN AS HE 
PASSED THE CVS PHARMACY AND AGAIN IN FRONT OF THE COLONY NIGHTCLUB JUST 
SOUTH OF THE CVS. MARQUEZ OBSERVED US WALKING TOWARDS HIM AND ATTEMPTED TO

WE ADVISED MARQUEZ THAT UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF 837 PC HE WAS BEING PLACED 
UNDER PRIVATE PERSON’S ARREST FOR 41.27 (C) LAMC (DRINKING IN PUBLIC). |, GORDON, 
RECOVERED THE CAN AND VERIFIED IT TO BE IN FACT A 25 OUNCE CAN OF BUDWEISER 
BEER. THE CAN WAS .APPROXIMATELY #4 FULL AND COLD TO THE TOUCH. MARQUEZ WAS 
ADVISED THAT HE WAS GOING TO BE TRANSPORTED TO THE HOLLYWOOD POLICE STATION
